The laws passed by the last Congress 


near its close, in'r&ference to the-treatment 
of rebela and their property, are sufficiently 
definite and comprehensive. But no gen- 
eral order has-yet been issued from the 
War Department directing commanders to 
execute them. Hence pro slavery generals 
and sar.ession sympathizers continue to: 
guard tho property of rebels precisely as if 
no laws to the contrary were in existence. 
We have a case in point. 


Brigadier General Edward Otho Cresap' 


Ord commands a brigade at or near Corinth. 
Within his lines the field of a noted rebel 
brought forth corn abundantly. As soon 
as it began to be 6t for use, the soldiers, 
lapsing into scurvy and other diseases inci- 
dent to a lack of vegetable food, were glnd 
to pnrchasa the corn at the modest sum of 
five cents an ear, Itiwful coin of the realm. 
But soon the greed of Mr. Rebel began to 
grow, and not an ear would he sell short of 
ten cents. For a day or two, the poorj suf- 
fering soldiers, justly regarding ibis price 
as extortionate, helped themselves, keeping 
careful account, aad offering to pay five 
cents per ear to the rapacious rebel. He 
scorned their offers, and at once procured a 
very strong guard for his corn-field, and an 
order that all trespassers should be tied up 
by the thumbs—a moat inhuman and bar- 
barous punishment. 


These facts ar» derived from a letter from 


a gentleman of this city, now in the divis- 
ion, for whose integrity we can vouch. 
There is no mistikii about them. And now 
we ask, in the name of the law and of our 
common humanity, why such a man aa 
Brigadier General Otho Cresap Ord, grad- 
uate of West Point and native of Maryland, 
is permitted to disgrace the service. While 
his own brave men are sick and dying v.ith 
the scurvy, why is this brute in human 
shape allowed to use intelligent freemen to 
gua-d a rebel's field in order that he may 
ex. rt ten cents an ear for his corn? 


Will not the President command such 


baseness .to cease forever ? Let the'order 
issue at once, in the name of Heaven ; let 
it 3; abroad on tha wings of the lightning. 
We need scarcely add that the indignation 
of the army is only restrained by the stern 
necessity of military discipline. But Gen. 
Ord ought to know, if. he ever gets in bat- 
tle and can muster courage to get near the 
front, that he will be in more danger of a 
bullet from his own outraged men than 
from the rebels, - This whole action is ex- 
plained by the fact that he is a West Point- 
er, and had his birth amid the slavery of 
Maryland. Hence his sympathy with rebela 
and brutal treatment- of his owa brave sol- 
diers. Language is too poor and law too 
weak to characterize and to punish such 
unmitigated brutality.— Chicago 2'ribune. 


War at Last—Xienieiicy Stopped. 


The Camp Harrison correspondent of 


the Philadelphia Inquirer gives the follow- 
ing : 


Yesterday afternoon, shortly after three 


o'clock, a party, comprising Ihe signal 
corps of the fourth regular infantry, .'oth 
of whom.are a part:of tbt excellent, corps 
commanded by General Porter, crossed the 
river and landed at a point nearly opposite 
the mail dock, and in front of the ground 
where was located the principal rebel bat- 
tery, which took so active a part in the 
skirmish of early morning. 


All who saw our troops crossing were 


sure that some 6ghting would have to be 
done ere they could accomplish the object 
for which they had been sent; but, to the 
surprise of the former, no opposition was 
met with,, and the object for. which they 
were sent was accomplished in a thorough, 
expeditions, systematic and quiet manner. 
Said object was none other than to set fire 
to and see totally destroyed the mansion, 
negro quarters and outbuildings lately 
owned aud occupied by another Dr. Buf- 
fian. The house wag large, spacious, and 
as fine a mansion as the surrounding coun- 
try affords ; and the grounds splendidly laid 
out, arid an air of splendor pervaded the 
entire premises. The whole place IB now 
in. ruins, and has met the fate that should 
be accorded to all and every species of 
rebel property with which we come in con- 
tact. 


The buildings were fired, soon after five 


o'clock, and continued burning until near 
midnijjht. When it became dark the blaze 
illuminated the country for miles around, 
while the view from our side of the river 
was magnificent in the extreme. In addi- 
tion to the burning bnildin^s! lighting the 
neighborhood, the fact of their burning 
lightened every heart and mind in our' 
midst, a look of entire and perfect satisfac- 
tion being apparent on every countenance 
—satisfied uhat the former kindness and 
leniency towards the rebels was at an eud, 
aud that in future we are to treat our ene- 
mies as any other country would treat 
theirs i a time of war. 


Do riot understand it that this burning 


and destruction was ordered out of mere 
wantonness and a',"desire to destroy, but 
was so ordered from the fact that it was 
here that daily whole hordes of the rebel 
leaders would congregate. From the top 
of the building signals ware constantly be- 
ing made ; and from this point daily would 
be sent valuable and important information 
to the leaders at Richmond: After so ef- 
fectually accomplishing 
the 
object for 


which they were sent, our troops returned 
during the night, without the loss of a man, 
or the firing of a gun. 


'ren. Howard's right arm was shattered

While 
being borne on a litter, he met Gen. Kear- 
ney, who lost his left arm in Mexico.- "I 
waut to make a bargain with you, general,'' 
said Howard, " tha,t hereafter we buy our 
gloves together."

cently been attacked by a rebel force of 
15,000 ntroug,'while he had only 4,000 men 
with him. Ho was consequently driven 
back, but with no very serious damage. 


Gen. Weer has been arrested and sent to 


Leavenworth. Gen. Salomon now has tha 
whole command. 
Tho charges against 


Gen. Weer are ao various that it ia hard to 
tell anything about it. Ono of the charges 
is, that be waa found by one of our spies play- 
ing cards in a seceeh tent. The General is 
said to be a dissipated genius, and it is 
thought by some of his friends that he was 
decoyed while under tho influence of a spir- 
itoua drink. When ho received notice of

The atate law exempts from military du- 


ty, in titna of war or insurrection, minis- 
ters and preachers of the gospel ; licensed 
physicians and Burgeons in practice ; per- 
sons who have been discharged from mili- 
tary duty by any law of the stato ; general, 
field and commissioned officers, who shall 
have served as each iu the militia of the 
state, or in any other state, and been hon- 
orably discharged, those who hava done 
military duty for seven years ; also firemen 
and members of hook and ladder compa- 
nies ; judges of the , supreme, circuit and 
county courta | clerks of courts, cities and 
towns: justices of the peace; sheriffs and 
their deputies ; members of the senate sod 
assembly ; all state officers residing at the 
capital ; also all the officers and attendants 
of the atate lunatic asylum, public hospi- 
tals, and the state and county prisons. 


These are the exemptions by state au- 


thority. The United Slates authority also 
exempts those holding office under it, or iu 
its service in any capacity, A late order 
also exempts all tho telegraph employees 
in the country, aa the telegraph is under 
military control. 
The exemptions nro lib- 


eral. We are not certain by any means, 
that the state exemptions will apply to the 
call of the President; on the contrary, are 
inclined to think that they will not. But 
it is a question which remains to be aettled. 


There is no state law which directs the 


mode or manner in which a draft, shall be 
made, and therefore it will be done under 
directions from Washington, which have 
not yet been received, but are hourly ex- 
pected. — Milwaukee Sentinel.

FORT SCOTT, Kansas, July 27. 


MESSRS. EDITORS :— Harvesting is now 


over here, and occasionally some striking 
events como to my ear of the advance of 
the southern expedition. 


The expedition, on its way to Ft. Gibson, 


captured and took about 300 rebel prison- 
ers ; 150 ot them have been sent through 
here to Leavenworth. They also took quite 
a large amount of cattle and horses. They 
have been in tha vicinity of the fort some 
time. 


The 2d A. Y. 0. have reduced their 


horses to mere skeletons, and have made a 
retreat back forty or fifty miles, and one 
company within seventy miles of this place. 


Gen. Salomon, fearing an onset from the 


rebels, has called for 5,000 more men; but 
—as I learned this morning—he has re- 
cently been attacked by a rebel force of 
15,000 strong, while he had only 4,000 men 
with him. He was consequently driven 
back, but with no very serious damage. 


Gen. Weer has been arrested and sent to 


Leaveuworth. Gen. Salomon now has the 
whole command. 
The charges against 


Gen. Weer are so various that it is hard to 
tell anything about it. One of the charges 
is, that he was found by one of our spies play- 
ing cards in a secesh tent. The General is 
said to be a dissipated genius, and it is 
thought by some of his friends that he was 
decoyed while under the influence of a spir- 
itous drink. When he received notice of 
Gen. Salomon's intention to arrest him, he 
declared by all the powers that be that he 
would not be arrested, and would protest 
against it; but Gen. S., not being easily 
frightened by Weer's threats, proceeded to 
arrest him, with one company of the 9th 
Wisconsin.

FBEDEBIOKSDDKO, VA. Aug. T. 


The expedition sent out under General 


Gibbons, last Tuesday, has returned. A 
portion of the command under Col. Cutler, 
dashed off to the right and made a descent 
upon Frederick Hill station, 12 miles from 
Gordonsville, on the Virginia Central rail- 
road destroying their buildings, stores and 
about half a mile of track. Gen. Gibbons 
with the main body had a sharp skirmish 
with the enemy on the Richmond telegraph 
road, 10 miles from Fredericksburg. A 
few prisoners were taken. 
We^lost one 


man killed and several taken prisoners.— 
Bat two of Gen. Gibbons' command were 
wounded. The enemy had been apprised 
of our advance, and came around apon our 
rear from Bowling Green. The loss sus- 
tained by the rebels is unknown. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 8. 


From intelligence received at the war 


department, it is ascertained that 30,000 
western troops of the new levy will be 
ready to go into the field thia week. This 
report delights the president as much as it 
will loyal people, who are anxiously wait- 
ing his efforts to hurry up the end of this 
rebellion. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 7. 


Special to the World.—A civilian cap- 


tured at Front Royal, some time since, and 
formerly employed in the house of repre- 
sentatives here, reached Washington to- 
day via Fredericksburg, having left Rich- 
mond on Friday last, where he has been 
about the city on parole for one or two 
weeks. He is not able to communicate 
much because of hia parole, but declares 
that Richmond has not been evacuated, 
and that there has been no signs of pesti- 
lence there, though there is a vast amount 
of sickness. The rebel army lies east of 
the city, and he is confident, from what he 
has learned, that its effectiveness has been 
greatly exaggerated.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 7. 


Special to Times.— Cassius M. Clay ia 


talked of as Hkel7 to be sent to Cincinnati 
to assume command of the new department 
of Ohio, Indiana and Kentucky. Promi- 
nent Kentucky men here have received as- 
surances that troops shall be crowded into 
Kentucky as fast as raised in Ohio and In- 
diana. They ask also tkat the property of 
rebels shall be seized at once, and all refu- 
sing to take the oath of allegiance shall be 
driven south, 


SPRINGFIELD, Mo., Angnst 7.

Col. Lawther with a band of 250 rebels, at- 
tacked Capt. Birch's command of 75 feder- 
als at Ozankee.

Drafting-- Bxemptlonii. 


The state law exempts from military du- 


ty, in time of war or insurrection, minis- 
ters and preachers of the gospel; licensed 
physicians and surgeons in practice ; per- 
sons who have been discharged from mili- 
tary duty by any law of the state ; general, 
Seld and commissioned officers, who shall 
have served as such in the militia of the 
state, or in any othei: state, and been hon- 
orably discharged, those who have done 
military duty for seven years ; also firemen 
and members of hook and ladder compa- 
nies ; judges of the supreme, circuit and 
county courts; clerks of courts, cities and 
towns; justices of the peace; sheriffs and 
their deputies; members of the senate and 
assembly ; all state officers residing at the 
capital; also all the officers and attendants 
of the state Innatic asylum, public hospi- 
tals, and the state and county prisons. 


These are the exemptions by state au- 


thority. Tha United States authority also 
exempts those holding office under it, or in 
its service in any capacity. 
A. late order 


also exempts all the telegraph employees 
in the country, aa the telegraph is under 
military control. 
The exemptions are lib- 


eral. We are not certain by any means, 
that the state exemptions will apply to the 
call of the President; on the contrary, are 
inclined to think that they will not. 
But 


it is a question which remains to be settled. 


There is no state law which directs the 


mode or manner in which a draft, shall be 
made, and therefore it will be done under 
directions from Washington, which have 
not yet been received, but are hourly ex- 
pected.—Milwaukee SenUneL 


Mr. Van Bureu was the last of the old 


succession of presidents, nearly all of 
whom attained to an unusually ripe age.

Ou motion of Mr, Williams, the reaolu'- 


lions of Mr. Conger wero adopted, with 
that portion of bis otvn relating to the du 
ties of the committeo to be appointed under 
them.' 


The resolutions, aa adopted, are as fol- 


lows : 


Whereas, tha Prosident of the United 


States, now apparently realizing tbe peril of 
the government hu wild culled tu administer, 
aud aiucerely deairiu? to save tbat govern- 
ment aud iu institutions from the destruc- 
tion in which it ii whelmed by cumtu'ngled 
treason, open aud bloody, uidwd aud abetted 
by alien interference beyond tho sea, of 
which thcro ii no concealment, and foreign 
hostility struggling w'ub poor attempts at 
disguisu to b'ud pretexts for intervention by 
iorco butweun thut government and its hell 
born aud bell bred foes—has decided to 
meet tho necessities which surrounding dan- 
gers have created, by calling into service 
UOOjOUO additional troops, one-half of which 
are to be drafted for nine months, and the 
residue to be raised by draft if not made up

liatmeut, wo aro equally alive to the sterner 
duty of inaugurating measured thnt tilmll 
. be a continuing, living, reliable guaranty 
to every umn drafted into the service utidur 
the order of the govurnment,wbo mny leavo 
a family unprovided for, that his lumily 
shall have the cam and protection of tho 
community in whoso midst it may bo leit. 


Resolved, That though drafted men may 


not receive tbo bounty either of the gov- 
ernment or of individuals that ia offered'to 
volunteers, those who shall go to fight tho 
battles that are to aavo our common coun-

ing assistance, tho continuing aid ofasrii- 
pat biding andactivu b'ucvoleuce, prompted 
leas by charity than n high and honorable 
regard for the great service it shall reward.

rying out the foregoing views ta to insur- 
ing aid to families, a permanent committee 
to bo composed of twuntyfour persons, six 
in. ench ward .of tho city of Junes villa, bo 
appointed.

Pursuant to adjournment, the citizens of 


this city met at the court room last oven- 
ing, and Mr. Dearborn, the president, be- 
ing absent, James M. Burgess was appoint- 
ed iu his place. 


Hamilton Richardson, on the part of the 


committee who went to Madison to confer 
with the Governor in reference to raising 
men for the war from Bock county, report- 
ed verbally that the Governor informed 
them that the secretary of war had stated 
that the excess of troop,3 iurnished by this 
state over the number rjquired of it by the 
previous requisitions would be credited to 
it in the last two calls ; that the committee 
were informed that this excess was about 
4,000 in the state, and the committee esti- 
mated that Rock county had furnished 
over her quota about 400 
men. 


The Governor informed them that if 


he had the disposition of the matter, the 
excess of men furnished by any county in 
the previous demands would be credited to 
them in the present culls; that the Gov 
erncr had not as yet received definite in 
structions from the government in reference 
to that matter, but hal telegraphed, and 
would inform the comriittee on receiving 
the directions.

C. G. Williams offered some resolutions 


in reference to providing for the destitute 
families of volunteers. 


H. S. Conger offered resolutions of a like 


character. 


Oa motion of Mr. Williams, the resolu 


tions of ilr. Conger were adopted, with 
that portion of his own relating to the du 
ties of the committee to be appointed unde 
them. 


The resolutions, aa adopted, are as fol 


lows: 


Whereas, the President of the Unite 


States, now apparently realizing the peril o 
the governtneui he was called to administet 
and sincerely desiriu? to save that govern 
meat and its institutions from the destruc 
tion in which it i<J whelmed by comtn'ngle 
treason, open and bloody, aided and abette 
by alien interference beyond the sea, o 
which there is uo concealment, and foreigt 
hostility struggling whh poor attempts a 
disguise to find pretexts for intervention b; 
iorce beiween that government and its he] 
born and hell bred foes—has decided to 
meet the necessities which surrounding dan 
gers have created, by calling into service | 
600.000 additionaltroopa, one-half of which 
are to be drafted for nine months, and the 
residue to be raised by dralt if not made up 
by volunteering before the 15th of the pres- 
ent month, therefore, 


Resolved, That white we have regarded 


it an important and pleasing duty to in- 
crease, by private subscription, the bounty 
of ihe government offered lor enlistments 
into the tervice, as a slight testimonial of 
our, high appreciation of the patriotic ardor 
of those and who bava voluntarily sought 
to take honorable part in this, the nation's 
life struggle, as also n trifling gratuity in 
some sort to supply wants created by en- 
listment, we are equally alive to the sterner 
duty of inaugurating measures that shall 
be a continuing, living, reliable guaranty 
to every man drafted i:ito the service under 
the order of the government,who may leave 
a family unprovided for, that his family 
shall have the caro and protection of the 
community in whosa midst it may be left. 


Resolved, That, thocgh drafted men may 


not receive the bounty either of the 
gov- 


ernment or of individuals that is offered to 
volunteers, those who shall go to fight the 
b&tties that are to save our common coun- 
try and uphold its flag against the combin- 
ed assaults of foreign and domestic foes, 
will share a common glory with veterans 
and patriots of whatevar rank or condition, 
or however marshalled into the service, 
and we pledge to all such as may be drafted 
or who may or have heretofore volunteered, 
and who may leave families behind need- 
ing assistance, the continuing aid ofas-->- 
patbising and active benevolence, prompted 
less by charity than e, high and honorable 
regard for the great service it shall reward. 


Jttwlved, That for the purpose of car- 


rying out the foregoing views as to insur- 
ing aid to families, a permanent committee 
to be composed of twenty-four persons, sis 
in. each ward_of the city of Janesville, be 
appointed. 


Resolved, That it shall be the duty of 


each of said ward committees on being no- 
tified by any member of a family needing 
assistance, or by any other person, to in- 
quire into the actual condition aud wants of 
such 
family—not 
encouraging 
extrava- 


gance on the one ha.ud, nor exhibiting a 
spirit of parsimony on the olher. And if 
after such inquiry, such committee or a 
majority of them, shtll be of the opinion 
that such family demands relief, ihen it 
shall be the duty of such committee to call 
the attention of ths public to the wants of 
such family, either by personal appeal or 
through the public press, or a public meet- 
ing, as in their judgment the circumstau- 
ces of the case require, giving no more 
E 


ublicity to the name of such family or 
unities than shall be absolutely necessary 


And it shall further be the duty of such 
committee, if any sick or wounded soldier 
ahall return to our ci;y, or while returning 
through the same to his place of abode, 
shall be found in a s:ate of destitution, re 
quiring temporary relief, to take such ac 
tion with referencu thereto, and in tne man- 
ner above indicated as in their judgment 
the circumstances of the case require. 


Alexander Graham introduced the fol- 


lowing resolution, which was unanimously 
adopted : 


Resolved, That it is the sense of this 


meeting that the county board of supervi- 
sors should devise means for raising such 
an amount of money as will give to each 
person volunteering in this county in the 
service of the United States the sum of fifty 
dollars, in addition to the bounty to be paid 
by the government, und that the said board 
be requested to meet immediately to take 
action in regard to the same. 


On motion of S. J. M. Putnam, it was 


moved that the elerk of the county board 
be requested to call a meeting of ths coun- 
ty commissioners intmediately.
